Subsequent investigation 
determined that LORAN EUGENE HALL has been active in the anti- 
CASTRO movement and in 1963 had travelled between Miami, Florida, 
and Los Angeles, California, making speeches and soliciting funds 
to finance Cuban exile raids. 


In mid-1963, HALL left the Los Angeles area and became:

The rE interpreted the belated request of the Commission to be for an inquiry 
into ylvia Odio's “reputation for veracity" rather than of tle affeir of The 
False Oswald. The investigation was too lete for the Commission's consideration, 
The FBI reports reached it after the Report was issued.

The two horizontal lines appearing above the page number and below the 
text seem to indicate that a piece of paper was laid across some of the 
information before the page was Xeroxed.
